the life of the next comes on a bill to 
give the government control 
of

wireless systems of the country. 
Secretary Daniels and Captain Todd, 
chief of the naval radio service, are to 
come before the committee to testify. 
Officials of the Marconi company and 
others interested in keeping the wire­ 
less in private hands w ill be called 
tomorrow. 
W hile opponents of government own­ 
ership will undoubtedly make a show 
of trying to kill the bill in committee 
they are known to be eager to get it 
before tho 
house 
as 
a 
“ test 
of 
strength” on 
tile 
whole 
ownership 
question. 
The wireless was the first means of 
communication taken over by the gov­ 
ernment after the outbreak of the war 
and both Secretary Daniels and Sec­ 
retary Baker have declared there is a 
greater necessity for government con­ 
trol of these facilities than either in­ 
land wirelesses or cables. 
W ith these facts in hand, advocates 
of government ownership say they may 
as well quit now if they cannot keep 
the radio in government hands, 
lf 
they win out it will encourage them to 
try the telegraph and telephone lines, 
tile cables and finally the railroads.

McAdoo’s idea, revealed in a letter 
to Senator Smith, Soufh Carolina, and 
Rep. Stewart, 
proposes 
testing 
the 
idea for five years after peace is de­ 
clared. 
This should be done, he de­ 
clares, or the roads given back to 
private control as quickly as possible. 
McAdoo pointed out 
financial re­ 
adjustment 
and 
conflfcts 
between 
state and federal jurisdiction make It 
difficult to continue the federal control 
for only a brief tiipe and still do jus­ 
tice to the companies themselves. The 
five-year period, he holds, would per- 
m’t of proper financing without the 
present limitations and would give the 
nation what he says it is entitled to. a 
fair test of such control under normal 
conditions.

B R E S T , France, Dec. 12.— The George Washington, bearing President 
Wilson and his party, was 600 miles out from Brest when she last reported 
by wireless at midnight. 
The big steamer was making only 15 knots owing 
to the heavy seas but was expected to arrive on schedule Friday afternoon 
as a result of her shortened course. 
There wa3 a heavy fog and a drizzle of rain off shore. 
The present weather is anything but fitted for a celebration but Friday 
falls on the 13th— the President’s lucky number— and Americans here are 
betting it w ill clear up. 
According to present plans, W ilson w ill come ashore between 1 and 3 
tomorrow afternoon. 
A delegation of socialists headed by Albert Thomas, 
Mayor Godd of Brest and others w ill greet him when he lands. 
Previously he will be welcomed aboard the George Washington by For­ 
eign Minister Pinchon, Marine Minister Leygues and Andre Tardieu. 
Col. House, Gen. Bliss, Gen. Pershing, Adm iral Benson and Admiral W il­ 
son also will board the steamer to exchange greetings prior to the landing 
of the party. 
Margaret W ilson will accompany this party. 
W hile socialist leaders and members of the Chamber cf Deputies will 
await the President on shore, the official welcome will remain in the hands 
of the French government. 
Nine French cruisers, headed by the Adm iral Ube, four French destroy­ 
ers, Admiral Mayo’s flagship, the Pennsylvania; the flagship of Admiral Sims, 
the Wyom ing; the American dreadnaughts Florida, Utah, Arizona, Arkansas, 
New York. Texas, Nevada and Oklahoma, and a number of American destroy­ 
er will anchor in a double line.. 
The George Washington w ill proceed down the lane between the war­ 
ships. receiving the presidential salute of 21 guns from the French craft. 
The liner will then anchor at the head of the column while the warships 
pass in review. 
When the President comes ashore a brief ceremony w ill be held on the 
quay. 
After this the party w ill drive directly to the railroad station and en­ 
train for Paris.

it, and will remain there, there is no 
great danger. 
People who are just 
recovering should not 
mingle 
with 
other people, and business men who 
have 
the 
disease 
in

homes 
should not go into the room of the 
sick. 
“The state law requires that con­ 
tagious 
and 
infectious 
diseases 
should be reported to the health 
de­ 
partment, not only by physicians but 
by householders or others who know 
of such diseases existing anywhere. 
“All school children should be kept 
at home and not permitted 
to 
run 
about the streets.”

Fight Against Alcohol to Be 
Carried to All Countries, 
Say Speakers 


That an organization has been made 
and a campaign for. raising 12,000,000 
to finance it is now under way for the 
purpose of making the whole world 
(fry was emphasized last night at a 
meeting at Spurgeon Memorial Church 
in honor of the early departure of E. 
W. Chafin for Australia, where he is 
to lead a fight to make that continent 
dry. 
There were two speakers, Chafin 
himself and C. J. Hall, financial man­ 
ager. for the 
national 
organization. 
Hall’s part in the program was to se­ 
cure pledges to the campaign fund. 
Rev. A. T. O'Rear, pastor of the 
church, presided at 
tile 
gathering, 
which was not large. A scripture les­ 
son was reqd by Rev. Davies, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, and pray­ 
er was by Rev. J. W. Tuthill of th6 
Nazarene 
Church. 
A 
number of 
stirring songs were sung, 
some of j 
them being Prohibition 
party 
cam­ 
paign songs, by a quartet of the Naza­ 
rene University of Los Angeles. 
“The fight for prohibition to Ameri­ 
ca has been a long, hard fight,” said 
Chafin, who on two occasions was the 
Prohibition Party nominee for presi­ 
dent of the United States, “but the 
victory here is won, and it is now' only 
a m atter of months until this country 
goes dry. The victory came when we 
as a country recognized the principle 
that but one standard of morals should 
prevail. 
It was upon that principle 
that slavery was abolished, and it was 
upon that principle that polygamy was 
thrown out of the United States. 
Says It Caused Delay 
“Some twenty years ago local option 
got to going. 
Local option delayed 
prohibition twenty years. 
laical op­ 
tion was based upon a wrong prin­ 
ciple. It said that if liquor was voted 
for in one city it was right; if it was 
voted against it wras wrong. The liquor 
traffic can never 
be 
anything 
but 
wrong. 
It can’t be right in one city 
ai d wrong in another. 
When 
our 
country got around to seeing that but 
one standard of morals could be ap­ 
plied to liquor business the country 
over, we began to make real progress, 
and the present situation came about. 
Bless you. the Democrats aud Republi­ 
cans came around to look at the liquor 
traffic in the same way we did. They 
joined with us. 
“In that long fight our party lived 
fifty >ears without carrying a single 
county, and since we lived that loi g 
without political pie we knew we could 
live till the question was settled. 
In 
those long years we were the school­ 
masters teaching the people. Before 
February three-fourths of the states 
will have ratified the national amend­ 
ment. 
“We are now' ready to go on with 
this fight for a worldwide prohibition. 
The dispatches say that a brewery 
costing $2,000,000 is to be erected in 
Ciiina. 
Tile fight is thus to be trans­ 
ferred across the Pacific. 
We will be 
there. This new organization is send­ 
ing out missionaries. 
I am to go to 
Australia, leaving Christmas eve. The 
fight is against alcohol, 
no 
matter 
where sold. 
It shall 
he 
destroyed 
throughout the world.” 
Needs $2,000,000 
C. J. Hall was introduced as a man 
who had made many speeches in Santa 
Ana during the campaign that ended 
in voting Santa Ana dry. H,e said that 
he had made mere speeches for pro­ 
hibition and had raised more money 
for it than any other living man. 
“This fight for a world prohibition is 
a fight to a finish,” said he. ‘We have 
got men going right away into all of 
the countries, South America, Mexico, 
Scandinavia, China. 
Brother 
Chafin 
is going to Australia. This organiza­ 
tion needs ?2.0nt»,000 to make the cam­ 
paign. West of the Rockies we are to 
raise one-third of that amount.” 
Hall pointed out how liquor-making 
and liquor-drinking was opposed to the 
slogan, “Save the Waste and Win the 
W ar.” 
He said that when he was campaign­ 
ing in Santa Ana a lot of people put 
on long faces and said that making 
Santa Ana dry would kill the town. 
“It isn’t dead yet,” said he, “and w hat 
is more it is twice the town in popula­ 
tion that it was and nobody wants it 
to be wet again.” 
Last night’s meeting was a farewell 
to Chafin, who is to he accompanied 
on his trip to Australia by his daugh­ 
ter. While here Mr. and Miss Chafin 
were the guests of old time friends.
